JUDGE LONGENECKER REFUSES 
TO FRATERRNIZE. 


TWO TRAINS COLLIDE. 


A Stormy Interview W ith the Twelfth 
Juror—An Investigation Begun— 
The Prisoners Won’t Talk. 


Chicago, Dec, 19.—Juror J£phn Culver 
In company with S. A. Kean, the banker, 
went to the office of State’s Attorney 
Longeneeker yesterday, bright and early, 
smiling like a man who had conscientiously 
done his duty. 
When he came out he had 
lost his smile. 
State’s Attorney Longeneeker declined 
to be interviewed on the subject of what 
passed 
between 
him and 
his 
visi­ 
tors. 
He 
admitted, 
however, 
that 
it 
wasn’t 
a 
very 
cordial 
inter­ 
view. 
To Mr. Culver’s “Good-morning, 
Brother Longeneeker.” the State’s attor­ 
ney replied. 
“Don’t ‘brother’ me. 
I am 
no brother of yours.” 
Mr. Cut Aer tried 
to say something that would break the 
force of this repulse, but Mr. Longeneeker, 
it is said, followed it up by saying: “You 
are either crazy or corrupt, and I don’t 
believe you are crazy.” 
Then turning to Mr. Kean in a half ex­ 
planatory way he told that gentleman 
that Mr. Culver’s actions in the jury-room 
had 
been 
exactly 
in 
a line with 
the 
directions 
laid 
down 
in the 
letter found in 
Juror 
Dix’s pocket. 
That letter, it seems, had directed Juror 
Dix as the return he should make for the 
$1,000 promised him to insist on an ac­ 
quittal for all the defendants; to insist on 
an acquittal of Beggs; then to urge a 
term not exceeding fourteen years for 
Burke, Coughlin, and O’Sullivan, and as 
a^last resort to savo their necks. 
About 
Kunze nothing was said, and as to tho 
evidence against Kunze or what should 
be done with him Culver had never a word 
to say during tho whole of the delibera­ 
tions of the jury. 
Mr. Longeneeker, who was thoroughly 
well informed on what had passed in the 
jury room, detailed for Mr. Culver’s ben­ 
efit his actions during the seventy hours 
the jury was out with a minuteness and 
circumstantiality that seemed to surprise 
the twelfth juror. And when he compared 
it with the policy outlined in the letter to 
Juror Dix, Mr. Koan could only say he 
wasn t fully informed on the subject and 
could say nothing. 
Mr. Culver made no explanation or 
attempted none except to reiterate that 
ye had acted conscientiously; that he ex­ 
pected ,to live here and was ready to 
stand any investigation the State’s attor­ 
ney desired to make. 
The interview was 
not a long one, the State’s attorney cut­ 
ting it short by opening the outer door of 
his office in so inviting a way that Mr. Cul­ 
ver and Mr. Kean saw the point and left. 
The question of what Influences worked 
in the breast of the juror who stood o^f 
so long for acquittal will not be allowed 
to rest with its present uncertain answer. 
State’s Attorney Longeneeker has put a 
force of detectives at work on the matter. 
Be has placed in their hands a number of 
papers, among others an affidavit he had 
secured from a source he would not dis­ 
close, besides all the information relative 
to the occurrences in the jury room. 
The 
letter 
found 
by 
Juror 
Dix 
in his overcoat pocket shows how de­ 
termined somebody was to bribe a juror. 
It has been a puzzle to find out how 
that letter could have been placed there 
and no one detected in doing it, 
It Is 
quite possible it may have been placed 
there by some agent of the jury-bribers 
who was summoned as a juror and thus 
got Into the jury box, perhaps eyen was 
held over one night before being chal­ 
lenged. That Juror Culver is under sus­ 
picion there can be no doubt. 
The State’s 
Attorney shows it in his every action. 
That anything will come of the investiga­ 
tion is another question. 
All the other 
jurors tell in such circumstantiality the 
queer doings of their fellow-member that 
mo?t serious charges are laid at his door 
as g result. 
All four of the prisoners were cheer­ 
ful, but declined to talk to reporters: 
Kunze still maintains his air of injured 
innocence aud will say nothing but that 
the verdict is an outrage. 
Attorney Forrest visited his clients dur­ 
ing the forenoon and brought a docu­ 
ment of some kind, to which he secured 
Dad Coughlin’s signature. What ic was 
be positively declined to say. He did 
say, however, that he had a matter of 
great importance in hand. 
• Capt Schuyler is again at work on the 
case, trying to solve the mystery that still 
hangs over the murder of Dr. Cronin. He 
would not express a hope that he would 
succeed, but only that he would try.

Last week a committee was appointed to 
see what could be done toward settling 
the difficulties and keeping the associa­ 
tion intact.

Wisconsin Central then announced that ii 
was willing to continue the association and 
comply with the terms of the agreement, 
provided any member he flowed,to with­ 
draw on giving sixty days’ notice, abd 
provided, further, that the Wisconsin 
Central be allowed a differential of $1.50 
in the first-class fare between Chicago and 
St. Paul.

Flood of B ills in the Houie-Maiur 
Appointments Confirmed by th o 
Senate—Gossip. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 
19. —The 
House 
adopted a resolution from the committee 
on rules for a roll-call for the introduction 
of bills, which opened wide the gates and 
allowed the members to get rid of the 
numerous measures which have burdened 
their minds since the session opened. In 
all, 1,064 bills were presented. 
They 
cover almost every subject of legislation 
and many of them are duplicates, at [least 
in subject matter, over a dozen are based 
on the Blair educational bill, while twenty 
are for the free coinage of silver. 
Nearly 
ever 
member of the tobacco-growing 
States was armed with a measure for tho 
repeal of the tobacco tax. while many 
of 
them 
went 
still 
Further 
and 
Introduced bills 
for the total aboli­ 
tion of the Internal revenue system. The 
customs tariff was touched on all sides, 
and land-grant forfeiture bills were numer­ 
ous. 
The largest class, however, provided 
for public buildings as various places, 
nearly two hundred being introduced. 
Among the cities which desire federal build­ 
ings are Bloomington, Galesburg, Sterling 
and Aurora, 111., Logansport, Lafayette, 
Richmond, South Bend, Indianapolis and 
Madison, Ind-; Sioux City, Cedar Rapids, 
Bujlington, Fort Dodge and Davenport, 
Iowa; Grand Haven, Benona, Saginaw, 
Lansing and Muskegon, Mich.; Duluth and 
Bt.

By Mr. Wike (111.)—Declaring it to be 
the sense of the House that the committee 
on ways and means should report at an 
early day a plan and rate of taxation by 
which $180,000,000 shall be raised an­ 
nually on incomes and salaries in excess of 
$5,000. 
By Mr. Holman (Ind.)—To preserve the 
parity of the electoral franchise. 
By Mr. Henderson (Iowa)—To declare 
unlawful trusts and combinations in res­ 
traint of trade and production. 
By Mr. Morse (Mass.)—To repeal the 
Inter-State commerce law.

D u l u t h , Minn., Dec. J9.—Tho expe­ 
dition to relieve the starving bands of 
Grand Portage Indians has returned to 
Duluth, after a lake journey of 360 miles. 
Indian Agent Leahy was in charge of the 
expedition and the supplies, which con­ 
sisted of two car loads of flour, pork and 
beef, were put off in nearly equal por­ 
tions at Grand Marais and Grand Portage. 
At the former place there were no actual 
suffering, but at the latter there wero 
about 163 Indians in a deplorable con­ 
dition for the want of actual necessaries of 
life. 
The arrival of the food was hailed 
with every evidence of extravagant joy as 
a boat was not looked for at this time of 
the year. 
Runners were sent out to the 
different settlements and the entire tribal 
rolls were present in a few hours.

great feast followed and with care the In­ 
dians now have enough to last them until 
spring. 
A total of 293 Indians were re • 
lieved.

TO RECOGNIZE BRAZIL. 


Ten States Represented at the National 
Conference in Springfield. 
S p r in g f ie l d , IU., Des. 19.—Ten States 
were 
represented 
Wednesday at the 
national conference of live-stock com­ 
missioners called for the purpose of con­ 
ferring upon the subject of uniform re­ 
commendation for the suppression of con­ 
tagious disease among domestic animals. 
A very long communication was presented 
by Prof. James Law of Cornell university 
upon the communicability of tuberculosis 
to man by domestic animals. It was some­ 
what startling in its tone, but entirely 
theoretical. 
It assumed the matter to be 
positively settled. 
A number of recom­ 
mendations of a theoretical nature were 
deduced. 
Prof. Law summarized them 
into brief general recommendations for 
preventing the spread of disease. 
Dr. John H. Bauch of the State board 
of health addressed the conference briefly 
and said that the theory is by no means 
sufficiently settled to warrant legislation, 
although it is attracting very general 
attention in England, France, and Ger­ 
many, and has been thoroughly discussed 
there. 
This ana other subjects of interest 
to live stock commissioners were generally 
discussed and committees were appointed 
to prepare resolutions. 


Resolutions to That Effect Introduced in 
Congress. 
W a s h in g t o n , Deo. 19.—Senator Mor­ 
gan introduced a resolution congratulating 
the people of Brazil upon the peaceful as­ 
sumption of the duties and responsibili­ 
ties of self government, and directing the 
President to notify the new republic of 
its recognition by the government of the 
United States, and that it is entitled to 
4‘the benefit of all rights, privileges and 
Advantages under the existing treaties 
that were concluded between the United 
States of America and the late Empire of 
Brazil.” 
A resolution to the same effect was in­ 
troduced in the House by Representative 
McMillin (Tenn.)Jdmeeting the Secretary of 
State to notify the republic of Brazil, 
through the proper authorities, of the 
recognition of that republic by the govern­ 
ment of the United States.

The Russian Influenza, the name given 
to a disease which has recently caused 
more or less alarm throughout western 
Europe, has reached New York and oth­ 
er AUslI.c Pelts of the United States, 
and it will not be many weeks, and per­ 
haps many days before it appears in (the 
west. It is no respecter of persons, says 
the Madison Journal, and the million­ 
aire in bis steam-heated palace will 
need just as many handkerchiefs ss the 
homeless newsboy.

Such 
persons had better take to their beds 
when the disease arrives in town and re 
main there until [the last microbe has 
gone away.
